The accession of 
Kashmir to India is legally, con­ 
stitutionally, politically and eth­ 
ically complete and just.” 
Pakistan, which holds the less 
desirable two-fifths of Kashmir, 
maintains the state’s predomi­ 
nantly Moslem people should 
have 
self-determination. 
The 
issue was an underlying factor 
in the 22-day war that halted in 
a U.N.-sponsored truce before 
dawn Thursday. 
India and Pakistan agreed in ! 
1948 to a three-stage operation 
that would have led to a vote 
among Kashmir’s people. This 
was a cease-fire, demilitariza­ 
tion and plebiscite. But the ar­ 
rangement stalled in the second 
stage.

Proposal Is 
Dropped By 
Farm Bureau 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration 
has 
dropped 
for the 
time being a proposal that it 
buy a nationwide chain of food 
stores to give farmers greater 
bargaining power in the sale of 
their products. 
A special committee appoint­ 
ed to study the plan has agreed 
that it should not be pursued at 
this time. 
T h e 
unprecedented 
plan, 
which would have made farm­ 
ers 
both 
producers 
and 
re­ 
tailers, has been promoted for 
some time by the Ohio State 
Farm Bureau Federation, 
an 
affiliate of the national organi­ 
zation. It would have involved 
the investment of several mil­ 
lion dollars. 
The 
proposal 
is not dead, 
however. Douglas R. Stanfield, 
ex ecutive vice president of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau, said his 
group will continue to fight for 
it. Sponsors were heartened by 
a report that only five of the 
nine-member study committee 
voted to take no action at this 
time. 
“ We are not going to give up 
on the idea,” Stanfield told the 
Associated Press.

HOMESTEAD, Fla. (AP) - 
The world’s largest known solid- 
fuel rocket spewed a 1,000-foot 
tongue of flame high above a 
remote 
swampland 
Saturday 
and gave tremendous impetui 
to a plan to develop huge U.S. 
space boosters using this super- 
quick propellant. 
The spectacular success may 
have rescued the nation’s large 
solid-fuel rocket program, re­ 
vived recently by hard-working 
supporters. 
The limited revival called for 
two ground firings to demon­ 
strate that massive quantities of 
solid fuel could be controlled 
under firing conditions that sub­ 
jected the rocket to ex treme 
heat and pressure. 
The first demonstration was 
Saturday 
and 
the 
rocket — 
twice as powerful at any solid 
previously fired — performed 
even better than ex pected. 
At 11 a.m ., after a 
perfect 
two-hour countdown, 
a radio 
signal triggered ignition of the 
eight-story-tall 
rocket 
which 
was strapped firmly nose down 
in a 160-foot pit. Only its ex ­ 
haust nozzle protruded. 
A towering pillar of white-hot 
flame spurted from the tip. For 
126 seconds, the rocket burned 
in an awesome and firey display 
of power. A thunderous sound 
rolled across the swamps of the 
nearby Everglades. 
Newsmen observing from 23/i 
miles 
away 
felt 
the

tremble as they watched a great 
cloud 
of 
smoke 
mushroom 
above the remote area 35 miles 
south of Miami. 
The 840 tons of rubber-like red 
fuel burned at a rate of more

pounds higher than ex pected. 
The thrust equals about 70 
million horsepower, the power 
of about 400,000 standard auto­ 
mobiles. 
Richard F. Cottrell, manager 
of Aerojet General Corp.’s solid- 
fuel rocket operations, called 
thet est “ a total success” and 
termed the ex tra thrust “ a hap­ 
py bonus.” 
Aerojet built the rocket as 
part of a $25-million contract 
with the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. The

million in the test facility here.

Americans eat almost 4 mil­ 
lion pounds of peanuts a day. 
Peanuts turn up everywhere-— 
candy store, supermarkets, hall 
park, vending machines, news-;

country from Africa, where 
it 
was introduced around 1502 by 
Portuguese traders

from Brazil. As early as 1783,

peanuts growing in Virginia. 
The first peanuts raised

market were sold in Nashville. 
Tenn., in 1845. Today 
peanuts 
are one of America’s six basic 
crops. Peanuts were found to be 
an excellent crop as an alter­ 
nate for cotton, especially 
in 
areas hard hit by the boll wea- 
vil. 
Peanut butter was first made 
commercially in 1890 by a physi­ 
cian in St. Louis, Mo. He pre­ 
scribed it for some of his pa­ 
tients as a nutritious, easily di­ 
gested. high protein food. The 
product he prescribed became 
rapidly accepted 
Nearly half 
the edible peanuts produced to­ 
day are converted to 
peanut 
butter. 
Peanuts have just claim 
for 
nutritional 
fame. Five 
table­ 
spoons of peanut butter will sup­ 
ply one third of our daily needs 
of protein Although the protein 
of peanuts is not a complete pro­ 
tein i as found in eggs, meat or 
milk i peanuts can serve as an 
excellent low cost meat substi­ 
tute when used in a mixed diet. 
Peanuts 
also 
contain 
several 
minerals and the B vitamins. 
Civilian consumption of pea­ 
nuts has increased steadily from 
5 8 pounds per person in 1955-56 
to 7 2 pounds in 1963-64. The 7 
pound average is expected to 
continue in the current market­ 
ing year. Nearly half the edible 
peanut supply goes into peanut 
butter. The roasted, salted nuts 
claim one-fourth of the total sup­ 
ply and candy a little one pound 
of each five pounds produced 
Only 6 per cent are consumed 
as cleaned, in the shell nuts — 
recent years has brought about 
a sharp change in the popular 
form of peanuts, from cleaned 
in the shell roasted to 
salted,

Lik e most p awnshop s, it loans 
money and giv es the borrower a 
certain time limit to rep ay and 
p ick u p the item. 
When this d ead line arriv es, 
the borrower can rep ay , and 
p ay a small interest rate — low­ 
er than in most bank s.

WASHINGTON — Fidel Castro is begin­ 
ning to send detailed o rganizatio nal instru c­ 
tio ns to the Haiti u ndergro u nd 
His instru cto rs sell techniq u es they claim 
hav e wo rked fo r Castro gro u p s in Vene­ 
zu ela They tell Haitians: 
The v illage to be o ccu p ied is cho sen in 
adv ance and agitatio n is carried o u t amo ng 
the p eo p le. Meetings are o rganized and 
do o r-to -do o r v isits made to the p easants. A 
p resent o f, say , chickens, is made to the 
v illage 
All this ev entu ally will lead to the 
fo rmatio n o f a lo cal Natio nal 
Liberatio n 
Fro nt co mmittee. 
Bu t there is a q u icker way to infiltrate. 
Pick a v illage where there is a bu lly o fficial 
who is enemy bo th o f the p easants and the 
gu errillas. Hav e y o u r gu errilla gro u p try 
and then ex ecu te this man. The resu lts are 
u su ally ex trao rdinary . Su ch ex ecu tio ns o ften 
win the p easant mass q u ickly to the gu er­ 
rilla cau se. 
When o rganized, the v illage Natio nal Lib­ 
eratio n Fro nt co mmittee is entru sted with 
v ery simp le tasks. 


It instru cts p easants in the u se o f arms 
and ex p lo siv es and in p o litics. 
It o rganizes a militia to wo rk with the 
gu errilla fo rces. 


It teaches p easants ho w to giv e p recis# 
rep o rts: to co u nt the ex act nu mber o f the 
enemy , to reco gnize the u nifo rms o f v ari­ 
o u s co rp s in the army , to no te the difference 
between an o fficer’s and a so ldier’s u nifo rm 
and to distingu ish between enemy weap o ns. 


The p easant is tau ght abo u t bo dy p ara­ 


sites and ho w to sleep , with small children 
sep arated fro m p arents. 
Tho se who serv e as do cto rs giv e mo ther 
instru ctio n o n rearing children. 
The co mmittee sho u ld p ressu re rich and 
middle inco me p easants to do nate 
their 
rent inco me to the p o o r p easants. 
The p easants sho u ld be p u t to clearing 
small p lo ts o f u ntilled land. Each p easant 
gro u p sho u ld p rep are o ne p lo t fo r the lo cal 
gu errilla detachment. The p easants wo rk 
this p lo t and tu rn o v er the o u tp u t to the 
u ndergro u nd. The gu errillas will thu s hav e 
grain fo r their o wn u se and be able to ac­ 
cu mu late reserv es to su p p ly the p easants 
when there is a fo o d sho rtage. The aim is 
to inco rp o rate the p easants into the liber­ 
atio n war. 
Finally , new gu errilla detachments are 
created in the infiltrated v illages. Each de­ 
tachment o p erates in a fix ed zo ne.

liv e with it safely and in rela­ 
tiv e co mfo rt. 
Pep p ills, to o , are dangero u s 
becau se they enco u rage y o u to 
keep go ing when y o u sho u ld be 
resting. They are thu s the u n­ 
derly ing cau se o f co u ntless traf­ 
fic accidents and indu strial in­ 
ju ries. 
When y o u treat y o u rself y o u 
are u sing a dru g all o f who se 
effects y o u do no t kno w fo r a 
co nditio n who se cau se has no t 
been determined. At the same 
time y o u are masking sy mp ­ 
to ms that will help to lead y o u r 
do cto r to the p ro p er diagno sis. 
Since sy mp to ms are warnings 
that so mething is wro ng, it is 
best to find o u t what is cau sing 
them befo re, no t after, reliev ing 
them. 
Fu rthermo re, while y o u are 
fiddling aro u nd try ing o u t o ne o r 
mo re widely adv ertised reme­ 
dies y o u may be fiddling while 
Ro me bu rns by delay ing treat­ 
ment fo r a disease in the p ro p er 
handling o f which ev ery ho u r 
co u nts. 
Ano ther self-delu ding p ractice 
is to take the rest o f a p rescrip ­ 
tio n u sed by ano ther p erso n fo r 
similar sy mp to ms bu t mo st like­ 
ly fo r ano ther disease. Yo u mu st 
remember, to o , that ev ery o ne 
do es no t react in the same way 
to a giv en dru g. The dru g that 
help s 99 p erso ns in 100 may set 
u p an acu te allergic reactio n in 
y o u . 
One o f the mo st abu sed o r­ 
gans o f the bo dy is the skin

There are sev eral kinds o f 
water p ills with v ario u s u nde­ 
sirable side effects bu t no ne o f 
them harm the kidney s. On the 
o ther hand no o ne who se heart 
and kidney s are no rmal needs 
to take water p ills no m atter 
ho w mu ch flu id he drinks. Ex ­ 
cess flu ids do no t no rmally re­ 
main in the sy stem fo r mo re 
than 2 o r 3 ho u rs. This reader 
sho u ld check with his do cto r and 
find o u t whether he needs water 
p ills and, if so , why and ho w 
o ften.

Erhard has p lenty o f ideas, 
and so me differ fro m Adenau ­ 
er’s. He wants clo se co llabo ra­ 
tio n with the United States and 
Britain, an integrated Atlantic 
Alliance, a drastic redu ctio n o f 
trade barriers in Eu ro p e and 
the wo rld at large, an effectiv e 
halt to the sp read o f nu clear 
weap o ns. Adenau er fo llo ws his 
friend Charles de Gau lle in his 
su sp icio n o f these aims. 
At ho me, Erhard wants to p u t 
to gether a new kind o f “stru c­ 
tu red so ciety ” in which co nflict­ 
ing gro u p s will wo rk to gether in 
the p u blic interest.

thing like President Jo hnso n’s. 
Erhard also to o k o v er in mid­ 
term fro m a resp ected p rede­ 
cesso r witho u t a p o p u lar v o te.

o f the su ccesso r who had serv ed 
in his Cabinet 14 y ears.

gain — 12 seats. Erhard’s ally , 
the Free Demo cratic p arty , lo st 
heav ily . Becau se o f his need fo r 
the Free Demo crats in a co ali­ 
tio n go v ernment, Erhard will 
no t be able to enact all the leg­ 
islatio n he might want.

the king with p erfect safety . 


is the remembrance o f the de­ 
stru ctio n o f two Jap anese cities 
by ato mic bo mbing. I jo ined in

To talk o f a man 
as “p eacefu l” simp ly becau se 
he nev er was inv o lv ed in so me 
difficu lty is to igno re the es­ 
sential meaning o f the wo rd. 
Peacemakers beco me inv o lv ed. 
They take bu rdens o n their o wn 
sho u lders which they might hav e 
av o ided. They do this with no 
sense o f hero ism bu t with a 
sense o f co mmitment. 
Peacemaking 
req u ires 
the 
breaking o f o ld habits 
and 
tho u ght p atterns. The ancient 
bu siness o f “an ey e fo r an ey e 
and a to o th fo r a to o th” is o u t­ 
mo ded. To think o f life o nly in 
the p attern o f retaliatio n is to 
miss the p o ssibility o f reco ncili­ 
atio n. Keep ing the p eace inter­ 
natio nally and lo cally demands 
this new and creativ e aggres­ 
siv eness. To p ermit segments o f 
a city to glare at o ne ano ther, 
o r to allo w them to be fro zen 
into enemy camp s o r to cau se 
co mmu nicatio ns to be bro ken 
do wn between them, is to en­ 
gage in a kind o f warfare. Mil­ 
lio ns o f “ go o d” p eo p le hav e 
p articip ated in this kind o f p rep ­ 
aratio n fo r v io lence. 


In the new editio n o f Fo wler’s 
“ Mo dern English Usage,” Sir 
Ernest Go wers writes: 
“Mu ch 
o f mo dern English u sage is co n­ 
cerned with cho o sing the right 
wo rd.” Likewise, mu ch o f mo d­ 
ern liv ing is co ncerned with the 
cho ice o f the right act. Slo p ­ 
p iness o f sp eech o r actio n can 
defeat mankind. It is still p o s­ 
sible to dev elo p co nstru ctiv e 
thinking and actio n in interna­ 
tio nal and do mestic affairs so 
that it co u ld be mo re than senti­ 
mentalism to bap tize this gen­ 
eratio n Makep eace!

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What It Will Mean to You

a s t a p r i l a 67-year-old 
i Milwaukee man died aft­ 
er an emergency operation. 
He had been in the hospital 
only 22 hours, but when his 
widow received a bill for med­ 
ical services—it amounted to 
a staggering $1,730.55! 
Situations like this are not un­ 
common. With the cost of health care 
mounting year after year, a single 
major illness could wipe out a cou­ 
ple’s entire savings. But last July 
Congress enacted Medicare, a pro­ 
gram of health insurance for the 
aged that will affect the lives of not 
only the 18 million Americans 65 or 
older who will benefit directly but 
millions of young adults who once 
faced the crushing cost of caring for 
aged parents. 
Specifically, what will Medicare 
mean to you? 
First, it will mean new taxes for 
those still paying into Social Secur­ 
ity. Medicare will cost $3.7 billion 
the first year it is in operation and 
more in succeeding years. In 1966 
your maximum Social Security de-- 
duction will go from $174 to $277.20, 
with $23.10 of this amount ear­ 
marked for Medicare. Your employ­ 
er’s contribution will increase the 
same amount. 
In future years# the Social Secur­ 
ity deduction will go as high as 
$372.90, with $49.80 paid to Medi­ 
care. To finance benefits to people 
not covered by Social Security, the 
government will also have to chip in 
an estimated $290 million a year at 
the start. 
For increased Social Security taxes, 
you will get a basic program of hos­ 
pital and nursing-home benefits at 
the age of 65. As in private hospi­ 
talization plans, you still must take 
care of doctor bills. For most persons 
65 or older, this basic plan of paid-up 
insurance gives protection for: 
1. Up to 90 days of hospital care 
during each spell of illness. You pay 
the first $40 of hospital costs and 
then nothing else for the first 60 
days; after that, until you reach the 
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This new law will change

90-day limit, you pay $10 a day. 
2. Up to 100 days of care in a 
qualified nursing home (but you 
must first be hospitalized for at 
least three days). You pay nothing 
the first 20 days; then $5 a day. 
3. Up to 100 free home health vis­ 
its a year by nurses and other health 
workers, provided that you are 
homebound and have previously been 
hospitalized or in a qualified nurs­ 
ing home. 
4. You will be covered for 80 per­ 
cent of the cost of out-patient hos­ 
pital diagnostic tests in excess of 
the first $20 for tests performed 
within a 20-day period. 
You can also enroll in the Supple­ 
mentary Medical Insurance Benefits 
plan to help cover doctors’ bills, 
whether for home, hospital, or office 
visits. Many other costs are also cov­ 
ered, such as radiation treatments, 
the rental of wheel chairs, and the 
cost of artificial limbs and braces. 
The plan costs you $3 a month. You 
pay the first $50 of expenses in­ 
curred each year and 20 percent of 
the balance. 
Let's see what would take place, 
step by step, in the case of a 66-year- 
old widow we’ll call Jane Snyder: 
For weeks, Mrs. Snyder has been 
suffering from a severe stomach dis­ 
turbance. She visits her doctor twice 
($10 for two office visits) and, as 
she becomes worse, he calls at her 
home eight times ($80). At the end 
of the month, her bill is $90. 
Mrs. Snyder has enrolled in the 
supplementary program. She pays 
the first $50 of the $90 bill. Of the 
remaining $40 due, she pays 20 per­ 
cent ($8). 
Next month, as her condition fails 
to improve, the physician suspects 
cancer and has her admitted to a 
hospital. There she is X-rayed and 
given a variety of laboratory tests. 
Surgery is then recommended. This 
means a surgeon’s fee, operating- 
room charges, the cost of an anes­ 
thesiologist and a pathologist, medi­ 
cations, blood transfusions, hospital 
room and board for nearly two 
months, and other services. The cost 
of all this care is close to $4,500. If 
Mrs. Snyder were only under the 


basic plan, she would have to pay 
more than a third—nearly $1,600. 
But since she is also protected 
by the supplementary medical in­ 
surance and had paid the annual de­ 
ductible of $50, she pays only the $40 
hospitalization deductible plus 20 
percent of the remaining costs not 
covered by federal hospital insur­ 
ance. In all, she pays less than one 
tenth of the expenses incurred dur­ 
ing her hospital stay. 
After Mrs. Snyder is discharged 
from the hospital, she needs further 
care, so she is transferred to a quali­ 
fied nursing home, where she stays 
for 18 days. Ordinarily that would 
come to $270 at $15 a day. During 
this time, she is taken to the hos­ 
pital to receive 10 radiation treat­ 
ments which cost $100; of this, the 
radiologist’s fee is $40. Her doctor 
sees her four times at the nursing 
home ($40). When she leaves, all 
she pays is $16 (20 percent of her 
doctor’s $40 bill and the radiologist’s 
$40 bill). The nursing-home care and 
radiation therapy are paid for under 
the government’s basic plan. 
Convalescing, Mrs. Snyder still 
should have at least part-time, post­ 
operative nursing care at home. For 
52 visits by a nurse, at a minimum 
of $5 each, the cost would be $260. 
Under the basic hospital program, 
she pays nothing. But her doctor 
must still see her for a while, and 
his bill for 10 visits runs to $100; 
under the supplementary plan, she 
pays 20 percent ($20). 
Mrs. Snydar is wall again. What 
has Medicare meant to her? The ac­ 
cumulated bills for her illness—for 
doctors, hospital, surgery, nursing 
home, and home care amounted to 
more than $5,000, which neither she 
nor her family conceivably could 
have paid. All she did pay was a lit­ 
tle more than $500. 
What difference would it make if 
you only had coverage under the 
basic hospital-insurance plan and 
passed up the supplementary insur­ 
ance against doctors' bills, too? 
Consider the experience of John 
Simmons, 68, a retired construction 
foreman. He and his wife are living 
on his $90-a-month Social Security, 


Mrs. Simmons’ $45-a-month wife’s 
benefit, and his $50 monthly com­ 
pany pension. Suppose Mr. Simmons 
falls one day and fractures his hip, 
then contracts pneumonia? 
His bills for hospitalization (34 
days), 
surgeon, 
anesthesiologist, 
family doctor’s calls, and other ex­ 
penses may run to $2,488—more 
than his annual income of $2,220. 
Under the basic hospital-insurance 
plan alone, he would have to pay 
the first $40 of the hospital charges, 
plus $785 for the surgeon and the 
anesthesiologist, and $30 to spe­ 
cialists for an Xray, lab tests, and 
other doctors’ fees—a total of $855. 
With the supplementary program, he 
need pay only the $40 deductible, 
the first $50 for doctors’ fees, and 20 
percent ($163) of the remaining 
surgeon, doctor, and specialist fees. 
That’s $253 in all, compared with 
$855 under the basic plan alone. 
Heart attacks are common among 
the elderly. Typically, a patient may 
spend 50 days in a hospital, then 40 
days in a nursing home. If he is 
covered by both programs, he is like­ 
ly to pay only about $300 out of the 
aggregate bills of $2,600. 
Often senior citizens face con­ 
siderable hardship when they suffer 
a stroke. In a mild case, the patient 
may spend 16 days in a hospital be­ 
fore he regains his ability to speak 
clearly. Involved are charges for 
radiologist and pathologist services, 
lab tests, and daily physical therapy 
in the hospital and at home. 
The records of one recent stroke 
case showed that the costs for 
such hospitalization amounted to 
$1,464, of which the patient—under 
the basic hospital-insurance plan— 
would pay only $40. For other ex­ 
penses, under the supplementary 
plan, he would pay the first $50 for 
doctors’ bills, $83 (20 percent) of 
the remaining doctors’ bills, and $32 
for medication—for a total of $165. 
If you are 65 or older and are on 
the Social Security rolls and get­ 
ting cash benefits, you will receive 
in the mail sometime this fall in­ 
formation about your new hospital- 
insurance protection and the medical 
costs covered under the supplemen­ 


tary program. With this kit of in­ 
formation will be a card you can use 
to enroll in the supplementary pro­ 
gram, should you want this, too. 
If you are 65 or older, eligible for 
monthly Social Security benefits, but 
not receiving cash benefits—or still 
working and not collecting benefits— 
you should apply now at your local 
Social Security office. You will not 
be required to pass any retirement 
or earnings test. 
For the optional doctors’ bill 
coverage, persons who are 65 or old - 
er and entitled to Social Security 
benefits will be mailed an application. 
Should they decide to take advantage 
of it, they should fill out and mail 
the application. 
People who are 65 or older, but not 
eligible for Social Security benefits, 
should go to a Social Security office 
to register for the hospital-insur­ 
ance plan and to enroll in the sup­ 
plementary program. Before next 
Jdly 1, when the plans go into effect, 
the Social Security Administration 
will send a health-insuranee card to 
eligible persons. 
Under Medicare, you are free to 
select your own doctor. When you 
pay your $50 deductible in a period 
of illness, notify your doctor and 
show him your card. Either you or 
he will send future bills to the “car­ 
rier” who will act as administrative 
agent of the federal government. 
Payments for your hospital and 
medical bills (the amount more than 
the deductibles and other uncovered 
expenses) will be made through in­ 
termediary 
organizatiohs 
(“car­ 
riers”) such as private insurance 
companies, hospital associations, and 
similar groups with experience in re­ 
imbursing providers of medical serv­ 
ices. These organizations will deter­ 
mine the fees customarily paid in 
your area. 
And one final reminder—if you 
will be 65 or older before Jan. 1, 
1966, and want the supplementary 
doctors’ bill protection, you should 
sign up now, during the first en­ 
rollment period which started Sept. 
1, 1965, and ends March 31, 1966. 
The next general enrollment period 
does not begin until Oct. 1, 1967.

Their 
fam ilies must not be giving them 
something they need.” 
Th# M sd t of modern youth is 
only one of many dilemmas ex­ 
plored by the curious mind of actor 
David McCallum. A wispy, 5-foot-8, 
31-year-old nonhero, he unexpected­ 
ly finds himself the darling of 
youth. And, like the youth that 
worships him, he is an enigma. 
“ I might describe myself as . . . 
ah, diffident,” David says— and then 
breaks off to run to his dictionary, 
which is never far away. He looks 
up words, not because of any lack 
in his vocabulary, but because he 
must be precise in everything he 
does. “ No, diffident means shy. I ’m 
not shy.” More research. “ Ah, here 
it is—aloof. No, this word is better 
—detached. I am detached.” 
Detached he is in many respects. 
Extremely popular with fellow work­ 
ers, he is invited to a party by 
Keenan Wynn, his costar in the 
science-fiction thriller, “ Around the 
World Under the Sea.” He replies: 
“ Sorry, can’t make it.” He is urged 
to join a yachting party by actress 
Shirley Eaton and her husband. 
“ Sorry . . . ” Instead he locks him­ 
self in a room and pounds a type­ 
w riter or drives to a newly pur­ 
chased home in the protective Holly­ 
wood H ills and tends his rose gar­ 
den in solitude. Maybe he is more 
“ diffident” than he admits. 
Th* Scottish-born actor doesn’t 
need to look up the word “ frugal.” 
He knows it applies to him. He 
boasts, for example, of the expen­ 
sive camera he bought from a mag­ 
azine as a bargain, then concedes 
he takes few pictures. “ I wouldn’t 
want to spend much money on film 
unless I could sell the pictures.” 
Frugality even applies to his time. 
He clocks the minutes it takes to 
drive to work. “Down the express­ 
way, I make it in 22 minutes. Let’s 
see, this new route took 20. W e 
saved two minutes!” 


But, of the many McCallum char­ 
acteristics, conscientiousness comes 
through strongest. Andrew Marton, 
director of “ Around the World Un­ 
der the Sea,” mumbles after a scene: 
“ A pro that David is.” And con­ 
scientiousness applies not only to 
the way he works but even to the 
way he strives to be a better hus­ 
band and father. 
On location David receives a let­ 
ter each day from his actress-wife 
Jill Ireland ( “ I ’ve got white blinds 
up in the living room now . . . I ’m 
moving my paintings around . . . 
I ’ve lost confidence in my earlier 
ones—the color” ). He sets every­ 


thing aside to send off a reply. 
David is fascinated by the idea of 
applying the animal-training theo­ 
ries of Ivan Tors, producer of 
“ Around the World Under the Sea,” 
to his three children, Paul, 7, Ja ­ 
son, 3, and Valentine, 2. Tors runs 
a California animal farm in which 
the usual punishment-reward meth­ 
od of training animals is supplant­ 
ed by love and affection. 
“ Petting is very important in 
Tors’ training,” David muses. “ Ivan 
uses touch to give his animals a 
sense of security. Children respond 
the same way. You can’t be subtle 
in loving a child ; you must demon-

strate your love in a physical way. 
Yes, when I return home from lo­ 
cation, I ’ve determined to hold my 
children more often and very close. 
They should be able to cuddle with 
their parents and feel the security 
of physical closeness.” 
You almost get the impression 
McCallum is reflecting w istfully on 
some old needs of his own. He is 
the son of cellist Dorothy McCallum 
and violinist David McCallum, con- 
certmaster of the Mantovani Or­ 
chestra. He began preparing for an 
artistic career at 14, when his father 
found backstage jobs for him. 
"I was mad« self-reliant very 
young,” he reflects, “ but not self- 
reliant in a competitive way. I was 
never out playing with other chil­ 
dren and taking daily knocks, and I 
think it left me a little introverted.” 
Despite his own parents’ urgings 
toward music, David was drawn to 
the theater—but without much in­ 
itial success. When he was in his 
twenties, 
his father told 
him: 
“W e’re through subsidizing you. 
Only if you study the oboe w ill we 
continue to support you.” 
David chose a life which he now 
describes as a game of “ Whom do 
we pay next?” or “ Is 
this the 
moment for bankruptcy?” Yet, in 
1957, he spotted a magazine cover 
of Jill Ireland, arranged an intro­ 
duction, and, though hardly impul­ 
sive, married her a week later. 
The heartthrob of millions re­ 
calls: “ In those days I was roman­ 
tic, but I ’ve matured. I no longer 
have romantic illusions about phys­ 
ical beauty.” Then he assures you 
that his own wife is not only “quite 
a dish but intelligent.” 
Before 
leaving for the U.S., 
David’s parents and friends again 
urged him to abandon acting. “ If 
you haven’t made it by your age 
at home,” they said, “you never 
w ill.” David did make it, however, 
in the role of Ilya Kuryakin in the 
television series, “ The Man from 
U .N .C .L.E.” He describes Ilya as 
“a noninvolved person like myself, 
who has no known life away from 
his business and who never an­ 
swers a question directly.” 
Success has done little to change 
McCallum. - He remains boyishly 
naive in many ways. He has no 
desire to make a career as a roman­ 
tic idol; yet the experience is still 
so new he walks about half-afraid 
teen mobs w ill notice him— and 
half-afraid they won’t. 
The fans are 
admittedly an 
enigma to him and he to them. But 
sometimes when David McCallum 
rambles on, bemused by human 
needs, you get the idea that teen­ 
ager and teen-age idol have more in 
common than they realize. ♦

T w a s the Metropolitan Handi­ 
cap at Aqueduct in 1961. The 
horses were coming into the 
stretch of the toughest race of all 
—a flat mile where thoroughbreds 
must run full speed every second. 
Kelso was lost somewhere in the middle 
of the pack, so hemmed in we could hardly 
see him. Still 12 to 15 lengths off the 
pace, he suddenly veered outside to pass 
one horse, then moved to the rail to pass 
another. In the tremendous stretch drive, 
a horse needs every bit of strength just 
to gain ground straightaway, but here 
came Kelso making his move by weaving 
in and out! He passed eight horses that 
way to beat All Hands by a neck in the 
kind of finish you see in movies. 
Kelso has won many big races—38 of 
his 60 starts—but when I’m asked why 
people love Kelso so much, I answer, “Be­ 
cause, race for race, no horse has given 
spectators more thrilling finishes and be­ 
cause he gives his supreme effort every 
time he races.” 
Today “Kelly” is eight years old, the 
oldest active stakes racer I know of, and 
still thrilling his fans in outings against 
thoroughbreds who were suckling foals 
when he first was named “Horse of the 
Year”—an honor he has won an un­ 
precedented five times. At this writing 
he has won $1,954,144 for Mrs. Richard 
C. DuPont’s Bohemia Stables and probably 
will be the first horse in history to win 
$2 million. Sports writers have retired 
him several times, but he’s a gelding, so 
there’s not much else for him to do but 
the thing he loves best-r-running faster 
than other horses. 
But of all the unusual things about 
Kelso, most amazing is the way Americans 
—not just race-track fans but all kinds 
of people—have fallen in love with him. 
He has his own fan clubs and after a race 
may get up to 200 letters in his-private 
mail box. Teen-agers want his photo, and 
youngsters write like this: “Dear Kelso, 
God put us here at the same time, you 
to be a great race horse and me to be a 
good boy for my mother and father.” 
One lady became so upset that Kelso 
had only a sheepskin cribbing strap that 
she presented him with one in gray mink 
with a gold buckle. An expert once wrote 
that Kelso breaks fast because he looks up 
and watches the starter. That’s not so. But 
he is very alert and is off with the first 
sound of movement at the gate. 
What is Kelso really like? Is he really

America’s Love

Not since Man o’ W ar has a horse captured 


the public as has “Kelly”; is he mean brute, 


pampered millionaire, almost-human “personality”? 


Here are no-nonsense answers from his trainer 


mean to his handlers or is he affectionate? 
Is he a pampered millionaire? Does he 
have a personality? As his trainer for six 
years, I’m asked these questions often, 
and here are the honest answers: 
Except for speed and stamina, Kelso is 
like most finely bred horses. He is not 
a pet; horses can’t be as affectionate as a 
dog because of size, for one thing. Oh, 
Kelso would love you if you had a handful 
of sugar cubes. When you ran out, though, 
he’d toss his head disdainfully. 
Mean to his handlers? Yes, Kelso has 
kicked or nipped groom Larry Fitzpatrick, 
but that isn’t “meanness.” In each in­ 
stance, Kelso had just come out of a 
heated race and was simply 1,050 pounds 
of superb animal muscle keyed to its high­ 
est pitch. A kick or bite then is sort of a 
reflex action, not meanness. 
Pampered? You can bet a $2-million 
winner gets good treatment, but so do 
most race horses. You read that Kelso 
drinks special Arkansas mineral water at 
$5 a jug. True, but that’s because, as with 
some human travelers, differences in 
water upset his stomach. It’s also true 
his stable floor is covered with ground 
sugar cane rather than straw—not to 
make life easier, but because he has stifle 
(a hind-leg joint affliction), and cane pro­ 
vides a softer cushion. 
Yes, Kelso’s picture is on Bohemia’s 
sugar-cube wrappings; he races with a 
yellow bow in his braids and sports a 
blanket given him by his jockey Milo 
Valenzuela—and jockeys aren’t renowned 
for giving horses gifts. But these are 
little flourishes that delight us humans. 
Kelso couldn’t care less. 
W hat does he care about? He likes 
Charley, his stablemate, a dog grown fat 
lapping up shavings from Kelso’s hooves. 
( He will yap if you disturb Kelso.) But 
all horses love small animals in their 
stables; anything from a chicken to a 
goat will do. As for Charley, he’s an op­ 
portunist. I think he likes Kelso’s soft 
sugar-cane flooring as much as Kelso. 
While Charley seems to have a “per­ 
sonality,” I’m usually reluctant to ascribe 
human traits to a horse. Yet Kelso is a 
creature of moods. On certain days I could 
take you to the stables and show you two 
horses—one proudly erect and full-bodied, 
the other with slouched head and ugly 
bones poking from his hips. Surprisingly, 
the ugly one is Kelso. Come back just be­ 
fore a race, though, and see the true 
Kelso. He is breath-taking now that he 
senses a race. Head high, faultless in 
form, so alert he exudes an electric qual­ 


ity. When he parades to the paddock, 
crowds applaud as they did such heroes 
as Babe Ruth and Joe DiMaggio. And, 
more than once, I have seen him stop and 
look in the direction of a fan who has 
called out, “Kelly” ! 
While Kelso doesn’t “watch” starters, 
he does sense things. Before any human 
passenger, he knows when his chartered 
jet begins its descent. More important, 
he knows when another horse is coming 
up behind him long before his rider does. 
That’s why we seldom give Kelso a work­ 
out with another horse. As soon as the 
other horse nears, Kelso is off to the races, 
straining all out despite his rider’s re­ 
straining efforts. 
That’s the “personality” trait that 
counts, the competitiveness that makes a 
champion. Rival jockey Walter Blum put 
it this way: “He’s just a competitive so- 
and-so. He goes out on the track with the 
will to win. He knows what he’s doing— 
and he likes what he’s doing.” 
Last year Kelso was one of the two 
American horses invited to the Interna­ 
tional at Laurel, Md. Great horses from 
all over the world compete in that race, 
and some experts felt the ’64 race would 
be “old Kelso’s” swan song. First of all, 
he’s not supposed to be strong on a turf 
track; second, he’d run three times in the 
International and always finished second; 
third, the other American horse was Gun 
Bow, who already had beaten him twice 
that year. 
The first 
time around, the 
experts 
seemed right. Gun Bow and Kelso already 
had beaten the foreign horses, but Gun 
Bow held a two-length lead. Then Kelso 
started one of his famous moves, gaining 
steadily on Gun Bow as the 
crowd 
screamed wildly. With •% of a mile to go, 
they were neck and neck, setting a record 
pace. For about % of a mile neither horse 
gave an inch—then, almost imperceptibly, 
Kelso nosed ahead. With x/\ mile left, 
Gun Bow cracked under the pace. Kelso 
never faltered. By the finish line, he had a 
five-length lead, and the applause didn’t 
stop for minutes later. 
Kelso had run the race in 2:23 4/5— 
three-fifths of a second faster than the 
record. “Horses can’t run that fast,” said 
Laurel starter Eddie Blind. But the tele­ 
timer proved “old Kelso” had. 
I guess my story isn’t the Black Beauty 
fable some people would like. But anybody 
who loves good horseflesh—and the great 
heart that makes champions, animal or 
human—wouldn’t want the Kelso story 
any other way. +
